Lions near cash target to buy town’s first public defibrillator

LIFESAVING equipment could soon 
be installed in the town as a group 
nears its fundraising target. 

The Banbury Lions put on a 
concert last weekend and hopes 
the cash raised could be enough to 
buy Banbury’s first public-access 
defibrillator. 

The group has been working hard 
to raise the £2,000 needed for the 
equipment, which can be used by 
anyone to help those suffering a 
cardiac arrest. 

The concert, which was staged 
at Marlborough Road Church, 
Banbury, featured a selection of 
songs from West End classics like 
Les Miserables, performed by local 
band Impromptu. 

President Ian Wilson said: 
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“Impromptu agreed to put the 
concert on for us free of charge. 

“All the proceeds will go to the 
appeal.” 

The Lions have put on numerous 
charity projects over the years, but 
the defibrillator appeal has been 
running for about six months. 

Mr Wilson said: “There are 
defibrillators at Castle Quay and 
Spiceball Leisure Centre, but 
they are only for use by trained 
people. Banbury is a big town 
and does not have one for public 
access. We worked closely with 
Chipping Norton Lions, who have 
already done this, and came to 
the conclusion that we should do 
something about it too.” 

The group spoke to Banbury 
Town Council, which has agreed 
for a defibrillator to be installed in 
Market Place. 

Defibrillators can save the lives 
of people going into cardiac arrest. 
The operator applies electrode pads 
to the victim’s chest, which deliver 
a dose of electrical energy to the 
heart, helping it to return to its 
normal rhythm. 

Mr Wilson said: “We hope to get a 
state-of-the-art ‘Intelligent Public 
Access Defibrillator’. 

“It would sit inside a weather¬ 
proof, vandal-proof box on the 
wall that explains on the front how 
it’s used, and has pictures in case 
people can’t speak English.” 

People can dial 999 and the 
ambulance gives them a four-digit 
key code to use the defibrillator, 
which then starts ‘talking’ and tells 
people what to do. 

The device can tell if the person 
has a heartbeat and won’t work if it 
doesn’t detect a need.

TWO new stores have signed 
lease agreements and are on 
the way to Banbury Cross Re¬ 
tail Park, a letting agent has 
confirmed.

Manager of the exist¬ 
ing Iceland branch in Calthorpe 
Street, Dan Lloyd, confirmed 
there were no current plans for 
its closure. 

Unit Four, a 7,997 sq ft prop¬ 
erty, is set to be taken over by 
Countrywide Farmers pic. The 
company provides products and 


services for the rural and farm¬ 
ing community 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon, who has spoken 
with representatives from Coun¬ 
trywide, said: “From what I un¬ 
derstand, this is their first ven¬ 
ture into a town.

Activist calls for people to 
get involved in a 5,000-mile 
charity bicycle ride

A 20-YEAR-OLD man from 
Banbury is seeking a team of 
100 cyclists to help him cover 
the distance from the UK to 
Guatemala. 

Billy Foster was 16 when he ar¬ 
rived at Banbury Foyer, a 19-space 
sheltered housing unit off George 
Street, and now he wants to raise 
money for the charity that helped 
him change his life. 

The home for young people aged 
16 to 25 is run by Sanctuary Sup¬ 
ported Living, which provides ac¬ 
commodation to more than 6,000 
young people nationwide. 

During his stay Billy was given 
support from the ‘Young Adults 
with Purpose’ programme or¬ 
ganised by the Nicodemus Trust, 
which operates in Banbury and 
Guatemala. 

He said: “When I first started be¬ 
ing mentored I realised how much 
it would have helped me earlier in 
life. 

“Fve become more confident. I 
was on the wrong path to life, tak¬ 


ing drugs and stuff, and I don’t 
know where I would have ended 
up.” 

He thrived under the programme 
and moved out at 18 after a two- 
year stint in the Foyer. 

Now 20, Billy works at a cafe in 
Banbury train station and still 
meets mentor Paul Warman each 
week. 

Keen to make sure others would 
get the same second chance, he 
suggested the Nicodemus Trust or¬ 
ganise a ‘Cycle Challenge’ to raise 
money, with riders collectively cy¬ 
cling the equivalent distance from 
the UK to Guatemala. 

It will see participants ride a 
total of 5,313 miles, all on June 
20. The circuit is a 50-mile figure 
of eight around Brackley town, 
Buckinghamshire, with Fringford 
village, near Bicester, at its south¬ 
ernmost point. 

Riders can choose 25, 50, 75 or 
100-mile options, with the possibil¬ 
ity of a longer ride for the super 
fit. 

Billy said: “It’s not going to be 
easy I’m not very fit but Paul 
helped me source a bike for train¬ 
ing.” The YAP programme in 
Guatemala helps youngsters in ar¬ 
eas where gang culture, drugs and 
prostitution are widespread.

Council teams

TRAINED volunteers will be 
on hand in Banbury as “gym 
buddies” to help get people 
with mental health issues into 
sport. 

The scheme is being piloted 
at the town’s Spiceball Leisure 
Centre over an eight-week 
period. 

It is the result of a 
partnership between 


mental health charity 
Mind, Oxfordshire Sports

It is hoped that having 
a “gym buddy” will help 
people who are nervous about 
attending leisure centres, 
making them feel more 
confident and comfortable 
using the facility.

Boost for the hunt 
to find foster carers 

Grant means council can spend £180,000 to help support respite for parents of disabled children

FOR parents of a disabled child, a few 
days of personal time every month can 
be a welcome break from the stresses 
and strains of daily life. 

Now Oxfordshire County Council has 
asked people to help give those parents 
some well-deserved time off by becom¬ 
ing short-term foster carers. 

And the authority is set to invest 
£180,000 into recruiting more staff to 
support respite foster carers after win¬ 
ning a government grant. 

In a new scheme, it is holding a series 
of open days that will allow people to 
find out more about what it means to be 
a respite carer and how they can sign 
up. 

Current respite foster carers Teresa 
and Paddy O’Grady have been caring 
for six-year-old Harry since 2013. 

County council finance worker Mrs 
O’Grady said: “Getting to know Harry 
and his family makes you realise how 
hard it must be for some parents and 
their children. 

“It’s just to give them that small break 
they need for themselves and other 
children, but also to give Harry some¬ 
thing different from his normal day-to- 
day life. 

“It feels so rewarding and we are so 
pleased we went ahead with our deci¬ 
sion to become short break foster car¬ 
ers.” 

There are currently 315 households 
registered as foster carers in Oxford¬ 
shire but the county council wants to 
sign up as many as it can. 

The £180,000 grant, which is part of 
a £1.6m Government fund, will help 
create foster care hubs, where county 
council staff will offer support to foster 
parents. 

This is designed to allow them to 
share any problems they may have 
with staff and improve children’s time 
in care. 

The O’Gradys had some experience 
with disabled children but had never 


cared for a disabled child in their own 
home before. 

The couple applied to become foster 
carers in 2012 after Mrs O’Grady read a 
leaflet at work about short-break foster 
carers. 

The 53-year-old said: “I would urge 
anyone who thinks they might be able 
to provide this support for other fami¬ 
lies to find out more at the open days.” 

Harry’s mother, who we are not nam¬ 
ing to protect the family’s confidential¬ 
ity, said: “The short breaks provided by 
Teresa and Paddy have been life-chang¬ 
ing for us. 


“They enable me to spend a bit more 
time with the rest of the family every 
so often and give Harry the opportunity 
to gain new experiences. 

“He absolutely loves his visits to Te¬ 
resa and Paddy.” 

The first open day was held last 
month at County Hall in Oxford and 
more events will be run from June on¬ 
wards. 

The county council’s Melinda Tilley 
said there would be a stall at Oxford 
Pride on June 6 to promote fostering to 
the LGBT community. The council also 
wants to appeal to church groups. 


Council leader rallies for merging of services 


A 'VIRTUAL' union of the county's local 
authorities could be created to save 
money, a council leader has claimed. 

Oxfordshire County Council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said it was the fourth option in 
the debate about whether all six councils 
in the county should merge. 

He added that it could see all the 
councils share staff and administration 
costs, but retain their own front offices. 

At the moment there are four district 
councils, Oxford City Council and the 
county council. 

In January all the other council leaders 
told Mr Hudspeth they were strongly 
against a single authority. 

But Mr Hudspeth said: "You have to look 
at all the options and there is a virtual 
option four, where each council maintains 
a front office and then backroom 
operations are done together. 

"We do not know what is going to 
happen post May 7 and it might well be 
that the new government will be looking 
at different ways to try and save money." 

His comments came after the county 
council published a report earlier this 
year, by international auditors Ernst and 
Young, which claimed merging 



Oxfordshire County Council leader, Ian

Oxfordshire's councils could save £33 
million a year. 

Currently there is a two-tier system of 
local government, with the county council 
offering different services to the city 
council and four district councils. 


But the four leaders of West 
Oxfordshire, Cherwell, South Oxfordshire 
and Vale of the White Horse district 
councils have ruled out a single authority 
for all services. 

They instead favour sharing the costs of 
services, or other options from the report, 
such as having three unitary councils - in 
the city, in the north and in the south. 

A third option was a "doughnut" unitary 
council made up of the districts, with a 
city unitary council in the middle. 

But Mr Hudspeth said a reorganisation 
of local government was essential to 
tackle future funding pressures: "I have 
had conversations with the other leaders 
and they have said [a single authority] is 
not going to happen. 

"But the current government has always 
said any reorganisation would have to 
come from the bottom up. 

"The other councils think it is about the 
county council trying to take over, but this 
is actually about the fact we are facing 
rising costs in social services and 
children's services. 

"We need to ask where that money will 
come from and we need to have a grown¬ 
up conversation."

PUPILS from Bloxham School and 
Banbury Academy - together with 
more than 30 schools across the rest 
of the UK - have welcomed technology 
which helps them revise and do their 
homework on the move. 

New science app Educake allows 
them to log in using a tablet or smart 
phone to answer set questions and 
then gives instant feedback on how 
they are doing. 

One Oxfordshire GCSE pupil Kate 
Humphries said: “It’s a different way 
of learning and testing yourself and 


encourages working independently” 

And fellow student Bethan Bache, 15, 
added: “It’s a nicer way to revise be¬ 
cause it’s more visual.” 

Charley Darbishire came up with the 
idea after years of writing traditional 
paper-based exam revision guides. 

He said: “Most educational software 
is a bit dated and won’t work on tablets 
or mobile phones. 

“Knowing that digital products and 
resources for teachers weren’t very 
good, I realised there was a gap in the 
market.” 

The 37-year-old had little tech know¬ 
how when he started work on the pro¬ 
ject three years ago. 

He added: “I know nothing about cod¬ 


ing, so got a web designer to build a pro¬ 
totype then taught myself to expand it. 

“It was really difficult while I was de¬ 
veloping it as we didn’t have any money 
“My wife was still a trainee teacher, 
so we were living off baked beans.” 

There are four versions of Educake to 
tie in with different exam boards and 
teachers can download pupils’ results 
to see where they need more help. 

Mr Darbishire said: “The average 
teacher spends 10 hours a week mark¬ 
ing or planning homework. 

“But teachers have brilliant knowl¬ 
edge and expertise, so why ask them to 
waste all that time ticking and crossing 
their way through a massive pile of 
books?”

Missed waiting target 

OXON: The Oxford University Hospitals 
Trust missed a key A&E waiting time for 
the first quarter of this year. 

There were 32,999 patients who 
attended Oxford’s John Radcliffe and 
Banbury’s Horton General hospitals 
from January to March. 

Of those, 85.4 per cent were discharged, 
admitted or transferred within four 
hours. 

The target is 95 per cent and the average 
for the country was 91.8 per cent.

Mutilation horror 

OXON: Hospitals in Oxfordshire have 
identified 16 new cases of women who 
have been victims of female genital 
mutilation (FGM). 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which operates the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, the Churchill Hospital and the 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre in Oxford 
and the Horton General Hospital in 
Banbury, identified the new cases betw¬ 
een September 2014 and February 2015. 

The trust was in contact with 94 
patients in the same time frame, some of 
them already known to the hospital. 

Most victims suffered FGM - the 
removal of parts of the female sexual 
organs for cultural reasons - some years 
ago in countries such as Sudan, Somalia 
and Egypt. 


British Legion calling for

The Royal British Legion is 
encouraging Oxfordshire resi¬ 
dents to join national celebra¬ 
tions of the 70th anniversary 
of VE Day less than a month 
away. 

Victory in Europe Day marks the 
date that the Nazis surrendered 
to the Allies in the Second World 
War. 

On May 8 1945 Oxfordshire was 
awash with street parties to cel¬ 
ebrate the occasion. 

Michael Siggery, 80, recalled: 
“We were all assembled on the 
estate. Everyone had street par¬ 
ties and there were bonfires after¬ 
wards. 

“It was very joyous and happy. 
There was a chap stood outside 
the Ampleforth Arms pub with his 
drum playing away.” 

He added: “I think it’s something 
to celebrate - to remember those 
who gave their lives and fought for 
us. I would like to raise my right 
arm with a pint in it.” 


County RBL chairman Jim 
Lewendon encouraged people to 
take it upon themselves to host 
events. 

He said: “We are hoping to or¬ 
ganise a special afternoon on the 
day but we have only got the Litt- 
lemore and Marston branches left. 

“So far there is nothing planned 
and I’m trying to encourage some 
events. 

“The days of big parades are 
over. There are hardly any of us 
left, but the day should definitely 
be celebrated. 

“I’m hoping young people will 
get involved and lots of smaller 
events and parties will be put on 
across the county.” 

The Royal British Legion has 
suggested a number of ways com¬ 
munities can get involved. 

Organising a 1940s tea dance 
with bunting and vintage dress, 
dinner parties made with ration 
recipes and wartime community 
singalongs are just some of the 
way people are being encouraged 
to mark the occasion. 

RBL area manager for the South 
East Midlands, Mark Collins, said: 
“We are honoured to salute the 
Second World War generation. 

“We hope that all communities 
will use the VE Day 70 commemo¬ 
rations to thank them and cel¬ 
ebrate the role they played in our 
nation’s history.” 



PhD graduates 
to get on-site 
teacher training 


A SCHEME to recruit PhD 
graduates into state schools 
is being introduced in 
Oxfordshire. 

The Researchers in 
Schools programme will 
see postgraduates start 
their two-year on-site 
training in September. 

The scheme has been 
supported by Melinda 
Tilley, the county council’s 
education chief. 

A pilot scheme in London 
saw 10 state comprehensive 
schools take on 20 new 
trainee teachers, and now 
applications for 
Oxfordshire places are 
open. 

Mrs Tilley said: “I think 
it’s a really good idea.

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Huge jobs cuts looming 
at Thames Valley police

More than 650 police and 
staff roles could go over 
three years to save millions 

MORE than 650 police officers 
and staff posts across Thames 
Valley Police could be axed 
to save millions over the next 
three years. 

The force needs to save almost 
£22m by 2017/18, with a budget 
deficit of £11.7m in 2016/17 and 
£10.2m in 2017/18. 

Chief Constable Francis Hab¬ 
good promised to do everything he 
can to use the resources allocated 
to protect frontline policing. 

But he said: “There has also got 
to be an honesty with the public 
about what services we can and 
can’t deliver in the future. 

“I don’t know what the threat is 
going to be.” 

Police officers cannot be made 
redundant but Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs) can and 
officer posts can be cut. 

There are already plans to axe 36 
police officers and 37 staff posts 
in 2016/17 and a further 61 staff 
posts in 2017/18 after the force 
announced the loss of 187 officer 
posts and 16 staff posts in Novem¬ 
ber. 

In one of her final reports to the 
Thames Valley Police and Crime

Commissioner Anthony Stansfeld, 
outgoing Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton proposed to cut another 
143 officer posts in the first year 
and another 179 in the second, a 
total of 358 officer posts being cut. 

Police staff and PCSO also face 
reductions, with 303 posts poten¬ 
tially being cut over the two years. 


But Acting Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable John Campbell said: “The 
numbers quoted simply show what 
could be saved by losing posts. At 
this stage it does not relate to ac¬ 
tual posts. 

“The shortfalls are projections 
based on the limited information 
available and the potential reduc¬ 
tions in police and staff numbers 
are only indications.” 

He said that even if posts are 


cut, few people would be made re¬ 
dundant: “Each year we naturally 
lose police officers and staff due to 
retirement, relocation or resigna¬ 
tions so it is expected that a high 
percentage of these savings will be 
achieved through those. 

“Where these savings cannot be 
made through natural losses, we 
will hold vacancies and redeploy 
staff in line with policies to mini¬ 
mise staff redundancies.” 


Breakfast clubs could 
help close the pupil 
attainment gap 

BREAKFAST clubs could help close the 
attainment gap between children from 
richer and poorer backgrounds, 
councillors will be told today 

In a report before Oxfordshire County 
Council’s education scrutiny committee, 
director of children’s services Jim 
Leivers said they would particularly 
benefit children from families who 
struggled to provide “a nutritious start to 
the day”. 

He has recommended that councillors 
urge headteachers and school governors 
to consider introducing the clubs if they 
do not already run them. 

It comes after councillor Gill Sanders 
requested that officers investigate 
whether breakfast clubs could help 
improve pupil performance. 

In response, Mr Leivers wrote: 
“Common sense tells us that if children 
and young people are properly ‘fed and 
watered’ that will make a positive 
contribution to their health and 
wellbeing and that this may well, in turn, 
serve to improve such things as 
attendance, attention and behaviour and, 
ultimately, contribute to improved 
learning.” 

He said that of 61 schools and 
academies looked at by officers, at least 
23 ran breakfast clubs. 

And Mr Leivers said that research 
carried out by the National Foundation 
for Educational Research suggested the 
clubs had many benefits for those who 
attended them. 

The research said children who 
attended them were able to concentrate 
more during the day and could reinforce 
healthy messages, such as proper food 
hygiene and warnings about habits such 
as smoking and drinking.

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The ugly duckling tale gets 
a sassy and stylish revamp 


THE DUFF 

(12A, 101 mins) 


IT SEEMS rather disingenuous for 
Hollywood - an industry that reveres 
glamour, designer couture and age- 
defying beauty - to peddle wish fulfil¬ 
ment fantasies to female audiences 
that extol beauty as a quality that radi¬ 
ates purely from within. 

Cinema’s so-called ugly ducklings 
are invariably gorgeous actresses, 
who have neglected to wash their hair 
and put on make-up for a few scenes, 
dressed in oversized fashions. 

Their transformation into glittering 
swans is just a couple of hours away, 
courtesy of a top stylist. 

Ultimately, we’re suckers for these 
widescreen fairy tales and The Duff 
continues the trend with sassiness and 
style. 

Ari Sandel’s film is an unabashedly 
feel-good comedy about one young 
woman’s journey from insecurity to 
self-acceptance that patrols the same 
high school corridors as She’s All That, 
Clueless, Mean Girls and 10 Things I 
Hate About You. 

Josh A Cagan’s script, adapted from 
the novel by Kody Keplinger, embraces 
every well-worn cliche and conven¬ 
tion, empowering its heroines to take 
control of their lives and defy maga¬ 
zine articles that dictate how they 
should behave or dress. 

Thus one tomboy isn’t fussed about 
attending her school’s rites-of-passage 
prom because she already has a date in 
front of the TV. 

“There’s a Vincent Price marathon on 
so I gotta watch that,” she deadpans. 

The devoted horror fan is Bianca 
(Mae Whitman), who attends par¬ 
ties with her best friends Jess (Skyler 
Samuels) and Casey (Bianca A San¬ 
tos), oblivious to the fact that she is the 
D.U.F.F. - Designated Ugly Fat Friend - 
of her close-knit social circle. 

When her next-door neighbour, 
hunky athlete Wesley (Robbie Amell), 
who is dating the school’s queen bee 
Madison (Bella Thorne), opens Bian¬ 
ca’s eyes to the upsetting truth, she re¬ 
solves to transform from an ugly duck-

ling in order to land a date with her 
dream beau, Toby (Nick Eversman). 

Bianca recruits Wesley to polish her 
rough edges and in return, she im¬ 
proves his academic grades so he can 
secure a sports scholarship. 

With encouragement from her sassy 
mother (Allison Janney), whose man¬ 
tra is “believe, retrieve, achieve ... 
just don’t conceive,” Bianca realises 
that even the most beautiful girls at 
school are someone’s D.U.F.F. and she 
shouldn’t be defined by a cruel label. 

Meanwhile, Madison grows jealous 
of Bianca’s friendship with Wesley 
and dispatches her acolyte Caitlyn (Re¬ 
becca Weil) to spy on the odd couple. 

The Duff is a heartfelt and frequent¬ 
ly hilarious traipse through teenage 
angst, anchored by a luminous central 
performance from Whitman. 

She endears us to her snarky and 
cynical 17-year-old and shares win¬ 
ning screen chemistry with dreamboat 
Amell, and Janney as the divorced 
mom, who believes you should “pro¬ 
ject confidence with a power pant-suit 
combo”. 

Colourful supporting turns from Ken 
Jeong and Romany Malco up the laugh¬ 
ter quotient to the brink of hysteria.
